Dispatch From City Last 
Evening Described Situa¬ 
tion Existing Sunday 


London, March 16.—A view of tho 
situation existing in Germany yes¬ 
terday was given in the following 
Asooclated JTeas dispatch, received 
here from Herlln last evening: 

The two Governments of Germany 
are now matching wits and forces to 
gain control of the repubUc. Dr. 
W'olfgang Kapp, who proclaimed the 
new order at Berlin, Is employing all 
his efforts to assure tho German 
people that government under him 
ajid those he selects to administer 
affairs will mean true democracy. In 
creased productiveness and conser¬ 
vation of the rights of the working 
people. , 

Frlederlch Ebert, President of the 
old Government, who with most of 
his Ministers hastily withdrew from 
Berlin when the revolting troops 
marched in and Kapp and von L^utt- 
wlt* took control, is variously re -1 
ported to be at Dresden or Stuttgart 
and for his own security is calling 
on the Hocialists and working classes 
generally to stand by tho old Gov¬ 
ernment and to use the strike 
weapon so that the conter-revolution 
will be promptly suppressed. In re¬ 
sponse to this appeal n general strike 
ha.s been proclaimed In many places, 
but in other parts of Germany the 
call for a strike has not been re¬ 
ceived with favor. *’A bloodless re¬ 
volution is thus far a description of 
the movement in Berlin, where the 
people are viewing events with that 
serenity to which they have'been ac¬ 
customed by the occurrences uf re- | 
cent years. 

• Guns in Streets. > 

There Is, however, an undercurrent ' 
of anxiety because l>arb»*d wire en- • 
tanglements have been thrown up In 
front of the great public buildings 
near Fnler den Linden and WH- 
belmstrnsse and cannon and machine 
guns are posted at the cross streets 
and other points of vantage, and 
gnards, heavily-armed, are stationed 
throughout the city. 

This Is an ominous sign of possible 
clashes when those opposed to the 
counter-revolution marshal their 
forces for future action. 

Claima 

There has been constant official 
reiteration of the statements that the 
new Government Is not reactionary; | 
that it does not desire restoration of 
the monarchy, but has come into 
office so that Germany may be re¬ 
habilitated. Chancellor Kapp, In a I 
statement to the foreign correspond- I 
enls, said that the conditions of the 
peace treaty would be fulfilled, so far 
as they could be reconciled with} 
German honor and Germany’s econ¬ 
omic condition. { 

While adherence to the new Gov- i 
emment has been promised by some 
of the outside states, Saxony has de¬ 
clared against it, and Bavaria, ! 
Wurttemburg and Baden have joined { 
In denouncing the new Government, i 
declaring it a crime against, the j 
German people that the progressive | 
development ef the southern German 
states should be disturbed from 
Berlin. These stales announce their 
recognition only of the National As¬ 
sembly. 

Refuse Relsttens. 

The National Party refuses to have 
relations with the Kapp Government 
and the Conservative leader. Count 
Posadowsky. asserts that he will not 
identify himself with the new 
Chancellor. Hamburg and Darmstadt 
are said to he Irreconclliable. 

.Meanwhile one of the great figures 
in German national life, Field Mar¬ 
shall von Hindenburg, has kept him¬ 
self In the background. His former 
close n.<<sociate. General !..udendorfr. 
credited with being the bmlns and 
moving spirit of the German array 
in its belligerent days, has had a 
conference with the new Chancellor. 
\Vhat passed between them, of 
course, is not known. It is possible, 
however, that Von Hindenburg, who 
already Is a candld.ite for the 
Presidency may loom large before 
events take definite shape. 

^ Feeling Pinch. 

With the advent of the general 
strike proclaimed throughout Ger¬ 
many by the Independent Roclali^tts, 
affiliated with the trades unions and 
other organizations. Berlin Is already 
beginning to feel the pinch of suffer¬ 
ing again. Tho water supply has 
been largely cut off and food is 
scarce. Hotels are shutting down 
and tf the strike contlbues means of 
transporting freight .will be at an 
end. 

Gustave Noske. Minister of De¬ 
fence in the Ebert Government Is 
reported to be in Raxony organizing 
troops. 

Noske has always been a fighter i 
and there is reason to believe that 
he win not accept the present situa¬ 
tion without drastic action In op¬ 
position to it. That Noske has 
troops still loyal to him ts Indicated 
by the fact that they have repulsed 
an attack against Him in their bar¬ 
racks at Frankfort. Reports have 
b^n received from that city of 
numerous casualties in the fighting. i 
but whether this was between troopn 
and militia or between troops and 
workmen Is not definitely known.

ANOTHER POLITIOAL ADVENTURE. 


According to The London Daily Mail Great 
Britain is on the eve of another political man¬ 
oeuvre with Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Andrew 
Bonur Law as its directors. The newspaper fore¬ 
casts the-early issue of a manifesto to the people 
from the Prime Minister and his chief lieuten¬ 
ant, announcing the formation of u uew coalition 
under the style of the “National Democratic 
Party.’’ The Mail expresses the view that the 
Goalition-Unionists for the most part will lend 
their support to the Premier, while the suggestion 
is advanced that the Marqujs of iSalisbury and 
Lord Robert Cecil will revolt and capture as 
many ot the old Conservative seats as may object 
to sir. Lloyd George in the new role. 

It will be news to most people that the North- 
cliffe press has tKe ear Ot the Prime Minister 
and it would not surprise us if the announcement 
was merely an attempt on the part ot the Pre¬ 
mier’s most active and energetic opponent to 
compromise him with his political associates and 
friends. Since Northcliffe' removed his favor 
from Mr. Lloyd George his chain of newspapers 
has conducted a constant campaign of villification 
against him, and it has been a new experience 
for the newspaper magnat%to l\nd that after 
many montlis of his hombardment'the Prime Min¬ 
ister is still in a position to hold his Government 
together, to say “I told you so’’ in connection 
with the plea for the nationalixatinn of Great 
Britain’s coal mining industry, and generally to 
crow'over his opponents. 

At the same time, however, it is obvious that 
Jlr. Lloyd George very sdon must give some clear 
indication of the course he intends to take po¬ 
litically. For, although the peoplr continue to re¬ 
turn Coalition candidates to Parliament, after a 
period of positive disineliiiation to do so, it must 
be remembered that the temporarj' change of 
mind on the part of the electorate has not been 
occasioned by a belief that the present form of 
government is in the best interests of the country; 
rather it is because it began to see the political is¬ 
sue narrowing down to one between Coali¬ 
tion and Labor. On the one hand, the 
tliiiikiiig people began to analyze the 
Coalition forces and on the other those of 
Labor. Thus it may he taken for granted that 
the public preferred the former for the time 
being because it was not sure whether the time 
was ripe to deliver the administration of the 
country’s affairs into the hands of the Labor 
Party as at present constituted. But Mr. Lloyd 
George is not deluded by this somewhat changed 
condition of the mind of th.o electorate. Nor does 
he lose sight of the significance of Mr, Asquith’s 
retqrn,. And he knows perfectly well that his 
present support very largely is made up of the old 
school whose political principles fundamentally 
are com

Although the Allied Governments will keep a 
vigilant eye on .developments in Germany they 
are not likely to intervene unless they are con¬ 
vinced that the usurpation of power in Berlin 
by the Pru.ssian die-hards is the prelude to an 
attempt to restore Kaiserisni'or means the repudi¬ 
ation of the Treaty of Versailles. In either of 
those cases they would have to resort to prompt 
and drastic measures, and as they hold the keys 
to the economic and military life of Germany, 
they could bring her into line in a very short 
time. 

There no doubt is substantial truth in the 
rumor that the leaders of the present movement 
sought an alliaiiee mth the Soviet Government 
in Russia before springing their coup. The 
stupidity of such an attempt would be quite con- 
si.stent with their record. Germany, under aus- 
piecs .such as those which for tho moment dom¬ 
inate Berlin, eonld reckon upon nothing but un¬ 
dying hostility from the East. Estbonia, Lith¬ 
uania, I’olaiid and the Ukraine have little use for 
Loiiine and Trotzky, hut would gladly join with 
them against the reactionary Prussian element 
any time. 

Poland, for example, is quite aware that if the 
Kapp crowd entertains any intention of dodg¬ 
ing the Treaty of Versailles, it is in respect 
of the political and territorial situation in the 
East, and she in particular would suffer from 
their policy, lienee, if the Allies found it neces¬ 
sary to adopt di-sciplinary measures in regard to 
Germany that oouutry would be very effectually 
hemmed in, and, lacking adequate means of de¬ 
fence and with her gates in the Allies’ hands, she 
would be easily at their mercy. 

Apart from the new revolution’s effect upon 
the treaty or Germany’s obligations to them in 
other ways, however, the Allies will stand aside, 
leaving the German people to settle their own 
domestic troubles. Outside interference converted 
the Russian situation into a horrible mess and it 
would have precisely the same effect in Germany.

THE FOUNDATION OF THE FORT 
March 15, 1843 
Synopsis 

On March U. 1843, Factor James 
I IKtuglas. who had spent a week at 
Nlsqually gathering supplies for the 
I exp^ltlon, arrived off the harbor of 
j Victoria with the Intention of f'fund¬ 
ing Fort Camosun. A cannon w.is 
! fired, but as It was already dark It 
I was decided to land next day. 

On the morrow they were greeted 
by a fleet of canoes, which followed 
I the boat ashore. As they landed all 
were Impressed by the park-Uke 
beauty of the scene. Douglas hast¬ 
ened to assure the natives that he 
came to them in friendship. As. the 
ground was marked out fbr the fort, 
legends of previous visits of white 
men circulated from mouth to mouth. 

Veterans remembered Captain Van¬ 
couver, and one old squaw recalled ' 

Spanish ships anchoring In Esqui¬ 
mau Harbor, called by them the Port 
of Cordoba. In 1790 and 1792. 

A traveling missionary. Father .1. 
j B. Bolduc, accompanying the party, 
was the first to preach Christianity 
in English. 

After the fort was started Douglas 
proceeded north to other settlements.

This reply 
was occasioned by that portion of 
the speech deli\ered by the Attorney- 
General on Friday afternoon, in 
which Mr. Farris gave special em¬ 
phasis to a cable Informing the 
Agent-General in London that 180 
votea were needed to secure the ex- 
Premler’B election In Vancouver. 

The Ststfimeht. 

Mr. Bow'ser’s statement, given to 
the House on a point of privilege im¬ 
mediately after Its assembly, reads 
as follows: 

When the Hon. Attorney-General 
made a statement on tYlday Itvst 
about a cable 1 sent to the then 
Agent-General In London, Sir 
Richard McBride, I was speaking 
from memory on a matter which 
happened in 19i6 and also on the 
spur of the moment. Since then 1 
have had an opportunity of looking 
over my files and I find the facts are 
as follows: 

The Elections w’ere held on the 
Hth of September and on the 16th 
of September 1 received the follow- 
1 Ing cable from Sir Richard McBride, 
"London Time.H reports reversen. 

1 Much regret—Telegraph particulars

Delta, 
Sloi'an and my own seat In Vancou¬ 
ver. giving us 16. Ksquimalt. Della 
and my gw’n were won by the sol¬ 
diers' votes giving us 10. I 

Language Used. 

The langtmge used by me was. 
perfectly Innocent to <Minvey «o Sir 
Kk-bard that I bad been (Ufeuted In 
the Civilian vote by 180 but h devious 
mind could of course put an Improper 
construction on the words, 

I could have expressed myself In 
many other terms such as "I lost by 
180," "I am defeated bv 180." 'i am 
down 180. etc.” Now whiil did. I say 
‘ I want 180 to elect me" and by read¬ 
ing this sentence with the first 
sentence about soldiers’ votes. 1 con¬ 
fidently expected the soldiers’ votes 
would elect me as well as others and 
this sentence must be taken with the 
context of the cable. 

The Hon. the Attomey-Oeneral did 
not rend the whole sentence because 
the first words "I want 190’’ suited his 
fle.ry deiiamntlon better and would 
leave the suggestion that I was or¬

Police extended. A letter received by 
j the Police Commiaaioriers ffom the 
i Secretary of the Exchange suggests 
that the Provincial Police enforce all 
provincial laws In the cities, leaving 
the city police free for the pro- 
tecllun and benefit of properly 
owners. 

I ^ The letter contains the following 
j resolution which was passed at a 
recent meeting of the Exchange; 

I ’’Whereas serious loss and damage 
I is being caused owners of vacant 
j buljdlngs by stealing of fixtures, and 
I breaking of windows, and whereas 
I the city police are unable to protect 
same owing to being engaged in the 
enforcing of provincial and Domin¬ 
ion laws, (hla meeting requests the 
Police Commissioners to Intert'lew 
the Government with a view of ob¬ 
taining the appointment of Pro¬ 
vincial Police for duty in the city in 
enforcing their own acta, thereby re¬ 
leasing the city i>ollce for the pro¬ 
tection and benefit of property- 
owners wht» pay their salnries." 

This communication was discussed 
at meeting of the Police Commis¬ 
sioners h<*ld last week and wus tabled 
for further consideration. 

Much Osmsgs Done. 

During the past year considerable 
damage has been done tu vacant 
houses and buildings by persona 
whom the police have had consider¬ 
able trouble in detecting. Windows 
and doors have been wantonly 
smashed and the interiors badly dis¬ 
figured. The Real P>ute Elxchangs 
is anxious to have the practice dis¬ 
continued and believes that the con¬ 
centrating of the city force on a 
steady patrol is the only solution. 

Reveral salient features present 
themselves against the adoption ur 
the scheme outlined. The Municipal 
Act spectficaliy declares that the 
municipalities must enforce all lawn.

in the discussion within the Execu¬ 
tive Chamber: K. H. Humbly, L. 
Morris. L. Smith, O. H. Hlrschber- 
ger and M. 8. Hastings, of Vancou¬ 
ver. and A. M. Anderson, J. P. Blyth. 
J. H. Lepage and W. Rowland, of 
Victoria. S. R. Capalansky. of Nan¬ 
aimo. also was in attendance. 

Mr. Henderson disclaimed on their 
behalf any intention of Interfering 
with the practice of medical men, 
and declared that many doct«>r8 went 
to the Optometrists to have their 
eyes examined. He quoted Court de¬ 
cisions to siiow that both in the 
I’nlted States and Ontario It had 
been decided that optometry was not 
n branch of medicine, and held that 
the practice of optometry was anala- 
gous to that of dentistry and hud as 
much right to protection. 

Adopted in States. 

He pointed out that as a result of 
44 States of the Cnion and four Pro¬ 
vinces of Canada already having 
similar bill to that proposed, a great 
many Incompetents and fakers were 
drifting Into the coast cities, so that 
what tho optometrists were seeking 
was really protection for the public 
against these men.

Magistrate Jay Refused Bail 
to Pair Who Had Shack 
Full of General Articles 


Aldermen^ Disturbed Once 
More by*Action of Protec¬ 
tive Association 


After hearing two additional 
charges read against Ah Bam and 
Ah Bing In the Police Court this 
morning Magistrate Jay refused to 
admit the men to bail. Counsel for 
the accused asked that the China¬ 
men i)'e allowed out on bail, claim¬ 
ing that the charges read this morn¬ 
ing were ati outgrowth of the charge 
laid on Saturday and simply enum¬ 
erated the articles which had been 
found by the police. The Magistrate, 
however, thought the case too seri¬ 
ous to allow bail. 

One of the charges read this 
morning claimed that the two Orien¬ 
tals had retained In their possession 
two cameras, one kodak, one pair of 
field glasses, 100 pocket knives, eye¬ 
glasses and hut pimr the property of 
the E. ^ N. 

The second charge claimed that 
they had retained in their posses¬ 
sion lantern slides, saws, umbrellas, 
cameras, pocket knives, eye-glasses, 
hut pins, purses, pair of field glosses, 
the property of pA-sons unknown, 
well knowing the same to have been 
obtained by an Indictable offence, to 
wit, theft. 

Ptsad Not Guilty. 

The Chinamen pleaded ’’not guilty” 
to the charges and were remanded by 
the Magistrate until Wednesday 
morning. 

The same pair of Orientals ap¬ 
peared In the Police Court on Batur- 
day morning and were charged with 
retaining In their possession a quan¬ 
tity of goods belonging to the E. & 
N. On the request of counsel for 
ball the court set 11,000 In each 
cose. However, before the (.'hinamen 
could arrange the necessary bonds 
the police officials had unearthed a 
great stock of evidence against the 
men and the charge subsequently 
laid blocked the acceptance of ball. 

The Chinamen dociared to (he po¬ 
lice that much of tho goods con¬ 
stituted part of their personal 
property.

To put it mildly, nidermanic circles 
are disturbed to-duy. The aldermen, 
In fact, are frankly irritated and ap¬ 
prehensive—Irritated over the de¬ 
velopments of last week and appre¬ 
hensive of the new trouble in the 
offing.

The 
aldermen who supported City En¬ 
gineer K. M. lYeaton In -the dismissal 
of the Btuhle Superintendent express 
tho greatest anger over the opposi¬ 
tion voiced by the section of the 
Council led hy Alderman A. E. Todd, 
who claimed that some facts about 
the case wore being kept ’’dark.” 

A new cause for anxiety In this 
connection developed to-day when It 
became known that (he Council had 
not heard the last of the affair—that 
the Civic Employees’ Protective As¬ 
sociation had taken the matter up 
and Intended to hack Mr. Denholm to 
the last ditch. The association will 
ask for reconsideration of the dis¬ 
missal. and their request, it is ex¬ 
pected, will again drag the whole 
question before the Council. 

Further facts about the dismissal 
of the City Poundkeeper also became 
known in the course of the day. In 
(he first pla('e. an alderman who was 
generally connecteil with the dis¬ 
missal denied that he had had any 
more to do w*ith It than any other 
member of the Council. 

Was Done In Secret. 

Becondly, it was found that the 
dismissal had been de<'lded at a 
secret session of (he Council. Mem- 
l»ers of the Council stated that Mayor 
Porter, chairman of the Pound Com¬ 
mittee. Informed the aldermen at the 
last ’’closed door" meeting of his in¬ 
tention to dismiss Mr. Pitman and 
hfld asked their approval. The Coun¬ 
cil. these aldermen stated, had 
Agreed W’lth the idea and the guillo¬ 
tine had forthwith descended upon 
(he offending official's neck.

.strong opposition to the athletic 
stadium plan sponsored by the Foun¬ 
dation organizations has developed 
among members of the City Council. 
The scheme seemed gssured of the 
Councils O.K. after tho Parks Com- 
mlitee hiul reported on It favorably, 
but during the last forty-eight hours 
or so opiMMiltlon has crystallized. 

It is claimed by the aldermen who 
oppose the project that the arrange¬ 
ment proposed by the athletic bodies 
would not give the Council any In¬ 
fluence whatever ui>on the manage- 
rnent of the grounds. The directors 
of the stadium, they point out. would 
be the president and secretary of the 
Foundation organizations and a rep¬ 
resentative of the Amateur I’nion. 
For the five-year period during which 
the Foundation organizations would 
hold a lease on tho property, they de¬ 
clare. this board of directors could 
do what It pleased and the Council 
would be powerless to intervene. 

•’Why. if we put this scheme 
through lo-night. the people of Vic¬ 
toria would rise up In their righteous 
wrath and run us into the Harbor.” 
declared one of the most Influential 
aldermen while discussing the mat¬ 
ter to-day. ”I agree With this Idea 
and I would jump In before the crowd 
reached me. The people don’t want 
the scheme—we have no assurance, 
indeed, that the athletic Imdies of the 
city want It. 1 would like to see the 
land sold. We have alt the parks we 
want and the Royal Athletic Bark for 
athletic purposes. We would he 
plain crazy to tie that property up 
for five years to be governed by a 
board of directors upon which ws 
were not represented.” 

This alderman and several others 
are In favor of calling for bids for a 
lease on the park for athletic pur¬ 
poses. They claln» ti\at the city 
should expect a much better bargain 
than It would receive under the 
Foundations organizations’ scheme. 

On the other hand, a'large section 
of the Council, possibly a majority, 
favor the adoption of the scheme. 
Mayor Porter, the vigorous supporter 
of the scheme, heads this group. He 
claims that «he civic authorities will 
not be able for jnany S’ears at least 
to Improve the grounds behind the 
Empress Hotel, and thinks that when 
a responsible organization offers to 
do do this the Council should jump 
at the chance. 

Alderman Patrick and Alderman 
SangHter. two of the most influential 
members of the Council. Ifi op¬ 
position to the project. Fprtunitely 
for the plan, however. Aldeman Pat¬ 
rick announces that he will leave for 
V’’ancouver*on important business this 
afternoon, so that his weight will 
not be directed against the scheme at 
the Council meeting to-night.

Not Informed. 

March 16—(Associated 
Press).—Late last night the German 
Embassy informed the Associated 
Press that it had received no news 
from Berlin and that It was entirely 
at a loss to know the meaning of the 
revolt and what had happened. The 
Embassy was confident, however, 
that no Government could hope to 
hold office except on the basis of 
Y>erformlng the engagements of the 
peace treaty. 

Premier Lloyd George and Karl 
Curxon, the FVjrelgn Becretary, were 
both out of town yesterday and 
therefore there was no Cabinet meet¬ 
ing. 

Lord Kilmarnock, the British 
Charge d’Affaires in Berlin, received 
definite assurances that the new 
Government intended to adbere to 
the terms of the peace treaty. 

No Confirmation. 

London. .March 16.—A message 
filed in Berlin at 6.30 o'clock last 
night by a British member of one of 
the Allied missions said there was 
no confirmation of reports that the 
sailors at Kiel and Altona had gone 
over to the new Government. 

New Cabinet. 

London. March 15.—A conference 
took place in the Chancellory In Ber¬ 
lin last night at which an attempt 
was made to complete the Cabinet of 
the new Government, the Exchange 
Telegraph correspondent at Berlin 
reports. It Is believed that the list of 
the new Ministry will be available 
to-day, the message adds.
